Busi- 
ness was so good last season that he 
pocketed some of hig profits and came 
to Los Angeles for a short stay.

The idea was started a few seasons 
ago by his son, Albert, who at that 
time was making good money trapping 
skunks. Father and son put their 
heads together and the result was the 
starting of the skunk farm.

much German and the effort of Miss 
Corlett to make herself intelligible in 
French appeared to only arouse sus- 
picion in the minds of the guard. 
When they were obliged to admit that

The 
German officials immediately notified 
the American Embassy and, in their 
presence, the quartette was again ex- 
amined by an attache of that office. 
By this time they had sufficiently re- 
covered their composure to be able 
to give a connected account of their 
movements. The Germans, at length 
convinced of their innocence, released 
them with profound apologies and as- 
sisted them to get transportation out 
of the war zone. They made their 
way to England and are now reported 
to be on their way to New York.

been testifying I have seen the men 
take notes, undoubtedly of names and 
addresses. They do not appear to be 
students of sociology or impelled by 
any scientific interest. I have often 
thought that they may be petty black- 
mailers. All the women who come 
before the court are not hardened 
offenders. The attendance of these 
men is at best to satisfy a morbid 
curiosity. They are to be shut out. 
Each court day from 1 until 2 o'clock 
set aside exclusively for 
women's cases.
